Burger said the only provision 


of the federal program that 
violated the Constitution was 
one allowing the colleges to use 
the buildings for religious 
purposes after 20 years. He said 
this would "in part have the 
effect of advancing religion'' 
snd hence violates the First 


Amendment. Otherwise the 
program was upheld. 


The ruling was supported by 


Justice Harry A. Blackmun, the 
second Nixon administration 
appointees, and Justices John 
M. Harlan, Potter Stewart and 
Byron R. White. The court's four 
liberals dissented. They are 
Justices William O. Douglas, 
Hugo L. Black, William J. 
Brennan Jr. and Thurgood 
Marshall. 


Supreme Court Puts Off Ruling 
On Secret Pentagon War Papers 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The Supreme Court put off 


today a ruling on whether the 
New York Times and the 
Washington Post can resume 
publican of secret Pentagon 
papers on Vietnam and the man 
accused of leaking the papers to 
the press surrendered to federal 
authorities. 


The 
high 
court 
heard 


arguments on the case over the 
weekend, and sat today for what 
was to have been the last session 
until the fall term. The court 
announced no ruling on the 
Pentagon papers case, but Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger an- 
nounced the justices would 
continue sitting to hand down 
further orders. 


At about the same time, in 


Boston, Dr. Daniel Ellsberg 
surrendered 
to 
federal 


authorities and told about 150 
persons that he had provided the 
Times with the papers. 


"I am prepared for all con- 


sequences," said Ellsberg, 
whose attorneys had 
said 


Saturday their client would 
surrender on Monday. 


Ellsberg, a former Pentagon 


researcher now a research 
associate at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology in 
Cambridge, had been sought 
unsuccessfully by the FBI since 
Friday on a warrant accusing 
him of unauthorized possession 
of top secret documents and 
failure to return them. 


At issue in the court case is the 


government's contention that 
publication of excerpts of the 
study will endanger national 
security. The Times and Post 
contend freedom of the press is 
threatened by the government's 
effort to prevent publication of 
the articles based on the study 
outlining U. S. involvement in 
Vietnam. 


Both the Times and the Post 


remain 
restrained 
from 


publishing more articles pen- 
ding a final court decision.

Jaffe, 37, an advocate of 


methadone as a substitute in 
treating heroin addicts, was 
designated leadoff witness as 
the House Public Health sub- 
committee began hearings on 
about 50 bills attacking drug 
abuse. 


Jaffe, brought in from Illinois 


where he directed a fight 
against drug abuse, was named 
by 
Nixon 
as

special 


presidential 
consultant on 


narcotics and dangerous drugs. 
Nixon created an office in the 
White House to coordinate 
federal antidrug actions, and 
asked Congress to give it 
legislative status. 


Rep. Paul Rogers, D-F1&., the 


subcommittee chairman, said 
before the start of the sessicr 
that the "scope of the problem is 
sufficient to be considered a 
national menace." 


Rogers said Nixon's proposals 


on drug addiction "will be 
discussed in detail," as will a 
measure, sponsored by the 
chairman and several other 
congressmen on the committee. 


labeled as untrue reports based 
on the study that indicate for- 
mer President Lyndon B. 
Johnson deliberately deceived 
the American public in 1964. 


Ball said in a CBS-TV in-

Reagan Vs. Legislature 


War Of The Budget 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — On a 


sunny but chilly day in January 
1967, Ronald Reagan became 
governor of California and 
pledged from the west steps of 
the century-old Capitol: 


"We are going to squeeze and 


cut and trim until we reduce the 
cost of government." 


The Republican 
governor's 


pledge faces something of an 
armageddon this week in the 
capital of the nation's most 
populous state. 


Reagan's reputation as a 


tough-fisted economizer is on 


the line against newly elected 
Democratic leadership that 
insists California has failed to 
meet the needs of its people in 
the Reagan years. 


The $6.74 billion budget 


Reagan proposed for this year 
has grown from a little over $5 
billion his first year in office. 


Over the same period, New 


York State's budget has in- 
creased from $4.6 billion — less 
than Reagan's — to $7.6 billion 
as signed by Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller. 


Rockefeller's original 1971-72 


budget was $8.45 billion but 
Republicans in his legislature 
forced him to rim it back along 
with the billion dollar tax boost 
he proposed with it. 


The reverse has happened to 


Reagan. 


Democrats in the legislature 


have boosted the budget to $7.2 
billion in the Assembly's ver- 
sion, $7.37 billion in the Senate's 
— and have called for a tax 
increase of at least $500 million. 


Frustrating Reagan further is 


the legislature's action in killing

A century ago, a French sculptor arrived in New York City to 


look into the idea of building what is now the Statue of Liberty. To 
reach her today, he'd have to pass through what a congressman 
complains is "the valley of a garbage dump." 


One hundred years almost to the day after Frederic Auguste 


Bartholdi stepped ashore in New York, Rep. Richard H. Ichord, D- 
Mo., stepped on the floor of the House Thursday to tell of taking his 
15-year-old daughter Kyle to see the great statue. Leaving the 
island of Manhattan recently they had to pass through the garbage 
dump in Battery Park to board a ship to the statue, a journey he 
said was a "national disgrace." 


"She was shocked by the sight of the mess in Battery Park and 


I was embarrassed to let her see that our country doesn't think any 
more of national shrines," Ichord said. "The day we made our 
visit, more than 90 per cent of the people waiting to visit the statue 
were from foreign lands. I suggest that this is not only poor public 
relations but it is disrespectful to our guests and gives the im- 
pression of a total lack of pride in our heritage." 


Ichord said he has written National Park Service Director 


George Hartzog urging either Mayor John V. Lindsay or New York 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller be contacted on the matter.

P.R 


Dear Mrs. L: Nose polyps 


are grape-like swellings of the 


lining of the mucous 


of the nose. They 


are caused by allergies, infec- 
tion of the sinuses, or a com- 
bination of both. 


These polyps are also found 


within the sinuses themselves. 
Polyps can be readily recog- 
nized by an examination of 
the nose by doctors specially 
trained in this department. 


They cause marked block- 


ing of the nose and interfer- 
ence with normal breathing 
It is usually after this has 
happened that patients go to 
see their doctor or their nose 
specialist. By this time the 
polyps are large and have 
probably been there a long 
time. 


When the polyps are finally 


removed, breathing immedi- 
ately improves and almost in- 
variably the patient forgets to 
return for further treatment. 


Here lies the key to the 


problem. If the same under- 
lying allergy and sinus infec- 
tion remain untreated, polyps 
may form again and continue 
to grow. So it is important 
that the basic cause of polyps 
be actively treated once the 
polyps are removed. Only in 
this way can you have any 
insurance against the polyps 
returning, temporarily or per- 
manently.

Difficult For Observer To Discover 
Any Battle To Save Taxpayers' Dollar

WASHINGTON — I have a 


friend in Congress who claims 
that his major job is fighting 
inflation and "protecting the 
taxpayers' dollar." He sits on an 
important 
appropriations 


committee and, he contends, 
scrutinizes every detail of every 
budget request that comes 
before him. 


Just recently I saw first hand 


how this congressman and his 
colleagues in the House are 
fighting inflation and protecting 
the taxpayers' dollar. The House 
had 
resolved itself into the 


Committee of the Whole and was 
discussing the appropriations 
bill for the legislative branch of 
government for fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1972, and "for 
other purposes." 


One might assume the bill was 


merely to appropriate money 
for House members and their 
staffs. But it was the "for other 
purposes" that consumed 27 


pages of the bill. The $20.2 
million for the 435 members was 
less than one-fifth of the total 
$100 million plus contained in the 
bill. 


Here are some items that the

each; 


majority floor leader $144,220; 
minority floor leader $128,465;

$178,080; chaplain $19,770; office 
of attending physician $92,900;

THESE FIGURES don't in- 


clude staff salaries at $55.3 
million; committee employes at 
$8.1 million; furniture fund at 


$587,000; miscellaneous salary 
items, auto hire, etc, at $7.3 
million, nor special and select 
committee expenses at $10.7 
million. 


The bill appropriates $324,000 


for members' free mailing 
privileges. But in addition, there 
is appropriated $4 million for 
telephone and telegraph use, 
$1.5 million for stationery, and 
also allows each member a 
separate 
postage 
stamp 


allowance. 


And 
there 
is 
more — 


allowance for the purchase and 
maintenance of limousines and 
chauffers for the speaker, the 
majority leader, the minority 
leader, totaling $53,790 — or 
$17,930 each. Also there are 
appropriations for Senate-House 
conference committees, the 
architect of the Capitol and his 
staff totaling more than $1 
million, and the architect's 
contingent expense fund of 
$50,000. 


On thop of this is the more 


than $71 million appropriation 
for the James Madison Library 
of Congress, and $738,540 for the 
Botanic Garden. In perusing the 
bill, it is difficult to pinpoint 
many of the expenses because of 
the bureaucratic language. 


ONE THING that was quite 


surprising during the House 
discussion was the absense of 
any debate or questioning of any 
of the expense items. I saw only 
one member take the floor to ask 
questions. It might be men- 
tioned in passing that the ap- 
propriations bill contained the 
House members' 42 per cent pay 
raise which they recently voted 
themselves. 


Ironically, my friend who is 


such a great fighter against 
inflation and who claims he is 
constantly protecting the tax- 
payers' dollar had nothing to say 
during the discussion, 
no 


questions to ask. He voted for 
the bill.

The Department of Defense

"Many people seem to think 


one can ignore treaties at will," 
Eugene Rostow, who with his

discussing, writes me. "Those 
who profess to be super-moral 
and criticize others for being 
immoral, have the breathtaking 
habit of assuming that treaties 
are scraps of paper. That really 
isn't true, and can't be true, if a 
nation (or a politician) wishes to 
retain any influence at all. 
Churchill said of the decision to 
go into Greece that Britain could 
afford to lose a battle, but not 
her honor. The political meaning 


of these documents is not in the 
fine print, but in their deterrent 
power, if any. If we don't want to 
have to fight off the Ostrogoths 
every five minutes, then an 
American commitment has to 
be respected completely. Civis 
Romanus Sum. That is our 
national security interest." 


Even so. Mr. Rostow goes on 


to say that he has personal 
knowledge to the effect that 
President Kennedy's thinking 
was influenced by his knowledge 
of what commitments President 
Eisenhower made. In turn, 
President Johnson was in- 
fluenced by the decisions of his 
predecessors. 


And, even now, precisely the 


anti-Wilsonian rigor of Mc- 
naughton's analysis (10 per 
cent— To permit the people of 
SVN to enjoy a better, freer way 
of life") makes it historically 
sensible that we stood by our 
treaty obligations, 
thereby 


increasing the prospects for 
improving life in South Vietnam, 
but only as incidental to the 
main purpose for which we 
acted: our pursuit of collective 
idealism, and international 
rectitude. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON— The secret 


Pentagon papers show that the 
Johnson Administration wasn't 
always honest with the public 
about what was happening in 
Vietnam. 


The deception, dismayingly, is 


still going on. 


We have tried to go beyond the 


secret history of the Vietman 
War, contained in the Pentagon 
Papers, to find out how the 
Nixon Administration is han- 
dling the war. Here are our 
findings, based on current 
secret documents: 


Administration 
spokesman 


have boasted repeatedly that the 
incursions into Cambodia and 
Laos have cut off enemy sup- 
plies and disrupted their 
operations. Secret intelligence 
reports show, on the contrary, 
that the Viet Cong merely have 
reverted to protracted, hit-and- 
run guerrilla warfare. They are 
concentrating on rebuilding 


their underground organization, 
over-running 
outposts, 


assassinating 
anti-communist 


leaders and re-indoctrinating 
villagers. Their strength is 
expected to surpass in the 1970s 
what it was in the 19605. Some 
secret documents actually 
predict that the communists will 
take over all of Vietnam by 1976, 
ironically, the 200th anniversary 
of the American Revolution. 


BOMBING PLANS 


President Nixon has em- 


phasized that he is winding down 
the war. The secret doucments 
show, however, that he has been 
under 
pressure 
from 
the 


military chiefs to expand the 
war just as President Johnson 
was. 


They have sought, in par- 


ticular, to resume bombing 
North Vietnam. This has been 
pushed most vigorously by 
Admiral John McCain, the

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court today reversed 
the 
conviction 
of 
former 


heavyweight boxing champion 
Muhammad Ali, who was 
sentenced to five years im- 
prisonment for draft evasion. 


In an 8-0 decision, the court 


said the record shows that All's 
"beliefs are founded on tenets of 
the Muslim religion as he un- 
derstands them." 


The 29-year-old black boxer, 


also known as Cassius Clay, was 
reigning heavyweight champion 
when he refused to take the 
traditional step forward at draft 
induction ceremonies April 28, 
1967, in Houston. 


The following month he was 


convicted by an all-white jury of 
six men and six women. 


Ali had contended throughout 


his long legal battle that he 


should be draft-exempt on 
grounds that he was a Black 
Muslim minister. 


In the unsigned decision, the 


court said the government has 
now fully conceded that All's 
beliefs 
are 
based 
upon 


"religious training and belief" 
as set out in previous con- 
scientious objector cases. 


The court said the record 


shows that the boxer's beliefs 
"are surely no less religiously 
based" than those in previous 
cases.

Students Get Chance 
To Start As Sophs 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)— San 


Francisco State College will 
offer its 1,300 entering fall fresh- 
men and opportunity to become 
sophomores automatically.

all five will get to skip their 
freshman year. 


It will be the first test of State

Students will receive six hours 


of academic credit for each of 
the five tests they pass. If they 


pass all five, they will receive 
credit for 30 hours — the total for 
a normal school year. There will 
be no penalty for students who 
fail any of or all of the tests. 


From 10 to 40 per cent of the 


students are expected to pass at 
least some of the tests. 


The tests cover English 


composition, social science- 
history, humanities, natural 
science and mathematics. 


Students will be tested on their 


understanding of the subject 
matter, rather than on their 
retention of specific facts, 
college officials said.

as 
College-Level 


Examination Program, the tests 
were developed by San Fran- 
cisco State and the state college 
system staff in cooperation with 
the Western Regional Office of 
the 
College 
Entrance 


Examination Board and the 
Education Testing Service of 
Princeton University. 


Dr. Urban Whitaker, dean of 


undergraduate studies at the 
college, said he believes many 
entering freshmen are qualified 
for higher placement.

sticks to its rigid announced 
schedule, the House will set a 
five-day spending record when it 
leaves next Thursday for a long 
weekend recess. 


It will have passed in five 


legislative 
days 
five 
ap- 


propriation bills whose $41- 
billion total in so-called new 
obligational authority also will 
be a record for nondefense 
measures. 


Two bills that cleared the 


House last Wednesday and 
Thursday appropriate $12.4 
billion for the Department of 
Agriculture, 
environmental 


protection and consumer ser- 
vices, and $3.68 billion for the 
State, Justice and Commerce 
departments and the federal 
courts. 


Their combined total is $240 


million below funds requested 
by President Nixon

Congress Wades Into New Battle 
Over Proposed Space Shuttle 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Wading into a new battle over 
national priorities, Congress 
must decide whether a proposed 
space station and shuttle will be 
either a scandalous waste of 
billions in tax dollars or "the 
greatest management system 
ever devised ..." 


At the moment, only $137.6 


million in development funds is 
at stake. But Sen. Walter 
Mondale, D-Minn., and other 
senators say that figure is only 
the tip of an iceberg of spending 
that could reach the $25-billion 
level. 


The space shuttle, which 


would provide reusable space 
vehicles to take astronauts to 
and from orbiting space plat- 
forms, has its defenders. 


One of them, Sen. Edward M. 


Gurney, R-Fla., in remarks 
prepared for the Senate today, 
said the shuttle system will give 
man a tool to control his en- 
vironment on earth. 


"The space shuttle will allow 


for continual launch, recovery 
and maintenance of a satellite 
system which will act like a 
stethoscope to the earth- 
listening, 
recording 
and 


analyzing its ills and helping us 


forecast what remedies man can 
make," Gurney said. 


"As I see it, everything from 


recognition of corn blight in our 
farm belt to predicting a 
hurricane in the Caribbean will 
be accomplished from the 
satellites manned by the shuttle 
system," Gurney said. 


"It will be the greatest 


management 
system 
ever 


devised or even theorized by 
man." 


But Mondale says there is 


nothing a space shuttle can do 
that isn't already being done on 
earth.

Don's Duke Sings In 
Black Church Choir

NUTLEY, N.J. (AP)— Doris 


Duke, called "the world's 
richest girl" back in the lusty 
headlines of the 1930s and 40s, 
has joined the congregation of a 
black church here and sings in 
one of the choirs each Sunday. 


It's not the First Baptist 


Church's Angelic Choir, which 
has a reputation for its gospel 
singing and was a hit on 
television shows last January. 


The white tobacco heiress 


sings in the senior choir and 
"she sings well," a member of 
the congregation said Friday 
night. She has been a choir 
member "over a year," he said. 


The church member, who 


requested that his name not be 
used, had unknowingly an- 
swered a loaded question as he 
arrived to attend the 12th annual 
dinner for the church's 36-year- 
old pastor at a restaurant in 
Orange a few miles away. 


He didn't know that the 


pastor, the Rev. Lawrence C. 
Roberts, moments before had 


refused to confirm or deny that 
Miss Duke, who lives on a 2,500- 
acre estate in Somerville, about 
25 miles from Nutley, was a 
member of the congregation. 


Nor would others of Roberts' 


flock milling around the en- 
trance to the dining hall. They 
took their cue from their 
spiritual leader. All seemed bent 
on keeping up the curtain that 
has kept Miss Duke out of the 
limelight in recent years. 


The pastor, who attended 


Pillar of Fire Theological 
Seminary in York, England, 
shied away from any mention of 
Miss Duke, adding, "I think you 
should talk to these people. They 
are all interesting." 


The congregation includes 


some of most prominent blacks 
in New Jersey, and singer Sarah 
Vaughn attends services at the 
church. 


"I pray for the time when men 


will look past the color of men, 
take the emphasis off civil rights 
and put more emphasis on 
human rights . . . " the pastor 
said.

To Residents Of

On Tuesday June 29, 1971 you will go to the polls to 


consider whether Mr. Alderson, Mr. Huffman, Mr. Scott and 
Mr. Farmer should be recalled as directors of the El Camino 
Irrigation District. Before you go to the polls, we 
would like to bring some points up for your consideration. 
The most current "Happening" In the district is a point well 
worth thinking over. 


After much insistence by the people of the district and 


many delays and much stalling by the Board of Directors, an 
audit of the districts transaction was finally rendered on 
May 10, 1971. This was the first audit of the District Books 
since December 31, 1967. When the audit was rendered in 
1967, it showed a balance on hand $29,794.56. After the new 
five man board that Included Mr. Alderson and Mr. Huffman, 
took office. With this in mind consider that of June 8,1971 the 
district is $7,500.00 in the red. When the 1967 Audit was ren- 
dered there were many deficiencies noted by the auditor and 
recommendations made to correct them. At this time the new 
five man board voted to spend the necessary funds to set up a 
bookkeeping system that would correct these faults. When 
the current audit was rendered in May, all of these 
deficiencies were still noted plus the addition of several 
more. This would have brought to attention and there is a 
slight chance they would have been corrected had the board 
complied with the law and posted and audit annually as 
required. 


When the preliminary audit was completed It showed a 


shortage in excess of $3,400.00. This fact was brought to the 
board's attention where upon they produced some overlooked 
records of cash disbursements and paid out slips in the 
amount of $351.97, this together with a similar amount in- 
dicates that there was a total of $760.70 that the district had 
spent in cash transactions instead of the normal business like 
practice of issuing checks. After considering this there was 
still a considerable shortage. At that time there mysteriously 
appeared a sum of $2,600.00 that had been overlooked in the 
office safe. Does this make you wonder what the money was 
doing in the safe to start with when reasonable business 
practices would dictate that this money should have been d- 
eposited in the bank. There should have been no reason to 
have to keep this large amount in cash on hand. Knowing 
this, consider that the audit also disclose that there was no 
cash deposits made in the districts account during the period 
from December 24,1969 to September 2, 1970. During this 
time approximately $7,979.46 in cash was collected according 
to cash receipts available. These figures used may only in- 
dicate a portion of the shortage of district funds. The district 
books were in such a state of confusion that the auditor was 
forced to start with the current cash figures available for 
March 4,1971 and work backwards to 1968 to arrive at any - 
kind of a beginning balance in 1968. 


These discrepancies cannot be totally blamed on the 


secretary-treasurer-tax collector of the district. To quote 
from the comments made by the auditor in the contents of toe 
audit report. "The fact that the shortage has been reduced 
significantly does not alter our prior concern as to lack of 
internal control regarding the cash handling. The question is 
still raised as to the responsibility for the cash shortage that 
does exist. It should be the duty of the Board of Directors to 
secure an answer to the question." This the board has ap- 
parently not done. 


It should be of interest to all people of the District that the 


auditor named 5 violations of the law. 
Government code sections 
26909 and 53901 
Water Code Sections 
24273, 24274 and 24275 


When you consider these facts that have occurred 


recently then consider just a few of the instances when the 
board either failed to act or acted completely contrary to - 
accepted good business practices. These included but are not 
limited to the recent delaying action by the board to forestall 
or eliminate the current recall election. If they felt that they 
were doing things on the level and in the best methods and 
had the support of the people they could have saved the 
district much expense by setting an election date when the 
original recall petition was certified. Members of the Board 
of Directors have repeatedly fail to listen or refused to act on 
the wishes of the people in many matters, creating a serious 
breach in district relations. Certain members of the Boards 
of Directors have been guilty of conflict of interest in that 
they are board members at the same time that they are em- 
ployed by major bond holders that the board must negotiate 
with. 


Certain members of the Board have been employed by 


landowner whom the board furnished exclusive use of one 
well in the district for many years, free of charge. The rest 
have had to pay above normal prices for the water they used. 


There has been preferential treatment of some by me- 


mbers of the board by refusing to withhold water for lack of 
payment or recommended that post dated checks be ac- 
cepted for water payment.. 


Considering all these things, you should do some serious 


thinking in regard to the recall election. The district under 
the guidance of the present board, Mr. Alderson, and Mr. 
Huffman having served the full period covered by the present 
audit, is in perhaps the poorest shape financially and 
physically that it has been for many years. This is a condition 
that cannot continue if it is to function as a district. You have 
a chance to help bring about a change for the better by voting 
in the recall election. If you feel as we do then vote yes after 
each of the four directors names considered for recall and 
vote yes for each candidate listed to replace them.
